Local build- 
ing Industries have started lo 
mass-produce reinforced con- 
create constructions for them. 

The possibilities ol expand- 
ing many ot the cities have 
been almost exhausted In 


Kirghizia, since 80 per cent of 
Us territory Is covered with 
mountains. For example, the 
residential blocks of Frunze, 
Osh. Talas and Naryn have 
almost reached the foothills. In 
order to make rational use of 
the land and diversify the 
architectural appearance of 
residential areas multistorey 
houses will now be built on a 
larger scale. Until now It was 
restilcted by tha region's ten- 
dency to earthquakes. How- 


ever, spedallsts have recently 
worked out original projects of 
earthquake-proof prefabricated 
and monolithic houses and a 
powerful production centre has 
been set up lo build them. 

Nearly hall a million people 
will be Improving their housing 
conditions In Kirghizia during 
this five-year period. Building 
multistorey houses will help 
fulfil Ibis major social task.

V/O Energomashexport ol 
the USSR will supply basic po- 
wer equipment lor the aleam 
power station Amlndalon, now 
under construction In Greece. 
The station is being built by an 
International consortium which 
Includes, apart from Bnergo- 
mashexporl, French and Greek 
firms. 

Energomashexport has alrea- 
dy accumulated experience as 
a pari of the consortium. The 
association has to its credit 
ma|or power projects In Argen- 
tina, Brazil, Iceland, and Cana- 
da, This will be Ihe third po- 
wer station in Greece. Three 
generating units with radial- 
axial turbines, each having a 
capacity of 103 megawatts, 
have been supplied for lhe Po- 
urnarl hydropower station be- 
ing built together with the Bra- 
un Bowari company (FRG). 

The Kardia 020 megawatt 
thermal powor station was put 
into operation In 19BL Its ma- 
chine rooms were filled out 
with Soviet steam turbines, 
electric generators, and other 
machines. West German firms 
also participated In the con- 
struction and equipment ol Ihe 
station. 

For this station. Moscow ex- 
perts developed a turbine with 
Initial steam pressure of 170 
atmospheres. The equipment 
proved to be economical: spe- 
cific fuel consumption amoun- 
ted to 1.0 million calories per 
kilowatt-hour. As to tho noise 
level, the turbines also meet 
tho client's high requirements. 

The total capacity of Pourna- 
rl and Kardia Is about 15 per 
cent of the capacity of all of 
Greece's operating power sta- 
tions. Once the 600 megawatt 
Amlndalon thermal power sta- 
tion Is Included, the three a ca- 
pacity will comprise roughly 
25 per cent of the total.
